Dear Mr, Parker: 

Re strategy to be used in defense of powers. All my study of and 
acquaintance -with Russians suggest that this will not be trail at all but 
a propaganda project in which the Soviet Union will try to make the U.S. look 
not only malicious, but foolish, in the eyes of the rest of the world. 

Powers can already have been brainwashed and forced to confess on points 
that could shatter his own defense. His doom may be already sealed and therefore 
the duty of his American lawyers must be that his conviction, if inevitable, 
is an act of Russian harshness, injustice, and lack of mercy. 

Therefore, Powers defense should rest o n principles that cannot be 
con t&ii cte d by Powers himself. 

Also, it seems to me, the trial should be delayed and prolonged by 
the Virginia lawyers to the point of being tiresome and even uninteresting. 

If handled too quickly Russia will use it as propaganda and have a clear 
package to sell to the world. If delays and long drawn out argument is used 
by the defense the trial would lose its right to the public news spotlight, 
and thus an ultimate Russian victory would npt be a propaganda victory. 

The whole trial could strategically be turned into a complicated and 
confusing debate on space and its nature, and since space law as such has 
no previous existence among World Powers, no precedent could be invoked 
by the Soviets. 

On Air Space , U.3. laws regarding sovereignty of che air space above a 
country are every bit as strict a3 Russia’s. And there is international 
precedent on this principle for the Paris Convention for the Regulation 
of Air Navigation (Year 1919 ) ruled: "Every power has complete and exclusive 
sovereignty over the air space above its territory." 

But were the subject to veer over to pure space or that point in space 
that is not air space, the defense would not be jeopardized by precedent but 
would be forcing the Russians into the risky position of trying to establish 
a precdent they could not support. On this subject the undersigned believes 
he could be of immense assistance to the defense. I have been debasing . 
celestial space with objectors for eleven years and have heard every kind of 
an objection. From this experience I could produce a wealth of material by 
which you lawyers could stretch out the trial to a point where the Russians 
would be provoked into arbitrarily ending it, and thus seem unjust in other 
nations’ eyes. 

If, you were to u$e me as a witness, I believe I can answer every possible 
objection. However if I~ accompanied you, group I know I could contribute 
immensely to the strategy, "if not used as a witness.

Mangan called at Russian embassy in , /ashing Lon, without appointment or 
introduction. Merely rang doerbe^H. ^angan told guard he was head of the 
Nation of Celestial Space and wished to talk to Ambassador. A man about 40 
immediately appeared, said he was Bogomolov the Second Secretary, and 
invited Mangan to an private sitting room in the Embassy, No others 
were prsent. 

M. indentified himself to B. by presenting certain documents about 
Celestia*s claims and history. B. seemed very interested. B» talked straight 
American, even British accent was missing. Very quick-witted. 

M. said purpose of his visit was to notify Russia it had no right to 
shoot rocket at Moon, since Celestia's charter forbade the use of Celestial 
Space by any artificial thing, project or activity. A fast debate ensued 
and as B, proposed a question or objection and M. answered, B. quickly 
moved on to new one. 


Some samples: B, "How high above earth does your territory begin?" 

M. "Space is everywhere. Earth is merely travelling through ray territory, 
atrate of 20 miles per second," B. "Do you claim air?" M* "No. 1 exempted 
from claim ail celestial bodies including the earth, Air is a much earth as 
ground or water," B. "How high above a lot on earth does the lot owner 
own?" H."The old doctrine that one owned all upward to the heavens has 
been overruled many times. Rechtly by Justice Do^uglas of U.S, Supreme 
Court. My ruling is that you own as high above your lot as you can 
fasten a cor^brWdtion to your lot and &eep it vertical. Not more than 4 or 
5 miles." B. "Suppose Russia^ introduced a resolution in the UN saying space 
belongs to the UN?" II. "The UN is sons titu ted to protect the rights of other 
nations, especially small ones, and such a ruling would be out of order. 

My nation, Celestia, is an established nation with thousands of participants, 
and its territory is all Celestial space." B. "Suppose we introduced resolution 
in UN saying space belongs to nobody. "M, "6500 people have verbally and in 
writing have placed orders for "worlds" of space with me, when and if I 
ever wish to sell space. I could issues 6 500 warranty deeds to contradict 
such a decision." 

Above just a few samples. Extrasensory perception was discussed at 
length. B. Said Russiarf had an automatic machine invented which could read 
a person* s mind. S£id they would not shoot the moon, but could orbit and circle 
moon at any time. Said they could claira parts of Anartica wout would not. 

Said Mangan and his naiitoh c l a im e cl to be neutral but were Pro-American, 

B. was sincerely interested and did not want M. to leave after an hour and a 
half. Used extreme courtesy; displayed extremely high I.Q, M. was convinced 
he was sincere and not fooling or belittling in any way. n e apoke out much 
more openly that M. had thought Russian diplomats speak. 


Forty legal points re Mangan* s space claims were debated. Bogomolov said 
he knew of no recorded space claims of any kind by USSR.

The Poers trial is only a week away, the undersigned 
is chafing at the bit to assist his countryman in distress, the Russians 
are readying a propaganda feast, and unless I can give my country the 
material I have been steadfastly gathering for twelve years, a defeat 
of serious quality may fall on the U.S. My files on space and on 
what space is and where it is, and le^l substantiation of all my claims 
to space are four feet thick. Tricky and surprising questions may 
arise at the trial and there should be no limit on the amount of 
brain-power the U.S. can muster for the defense. No one man can think 
of everything and the Russians are not only masters of Dialectics but, 
and more importantly, masters of design in propaganda. 

Though many men claim they understand design, few know much 
about design in propaganda. It is a technique developed by Goebeils 
in World War IX. One of Goebells asistants carried the technique to 
Nasser of Egypt in 1955, preeipiated the Suez crisis and made Nasser one 
of the most important figures in the world. The Russians, by our own 
admission, have outscored us in propaganda, spending far less mony, 
because when you use design, the technipe, economy and percentage are 
your chief materials* * 

This is why I have offered my abilities to you. I wrote a book 
on Design, which contains the only comprehensive definition of 
Design, in whatever field it is used, and this book was stolen from 
the reference rooms of more than 100 libraries in this country. 

If I were used as an ^riser at the Powers trial I feel sure I 
could spot the purpose of each separate maneuver of the Soviet and 
create a counter maneuver not only to block its effect but to use it 
to selfish advantage for our side. 

Since no international Law has ever been set forth on the nature 
of space, or of its ownership, the services of one who had studied it 
for twelve years in an independent and creative way, unassociated with 
old fogy or academic aura, should be used here and now. 

As Monroe Leigh, assistant general counself for the U.S. Defense 
Deot. told the press, after examining my claims, there is no way ”the 
U.S. could lose by accepting them.’ 1 

President Eisenhower has said repeatedly: »I am asking every 
American to do his share.” Vice President Nixon in his acc^etance 
speech at the Republican convention said: ”The government cannot do 
it all. We must have the creative ability of every American in order 
to defeat communism, "The undersigned served four years in the Dept, 
of Labor as a special agent on safety and is a good risk both from the 
security and the efficiency standpoints.
